UST as the 
in Westminster Abbey, to, for hun- 


dreds of years the Cathedral of Rheims 
served for the coronation ceremonies of 
the French monarch*. Rheims is located 
in northeastern France, and during the 
middle afes. was frequently in the hands 
of the English troops. la 1429. havioc 
expelled the invaders, Joan of Are en- 
tered Rheims in triumph and in the treat 
cathedral, bestowed the crown of France 
on Charles VII. 


The Cathedral of Rheims is one of the 


larfest in France, its towers brinf a full 


60 feet taller than those of Notre Dune 
in Paris. The west front with its three 
hufe statue-decorated portals and its 
lovely 40-foot row window, is a perfect 
masterpiece. The cathedral was con- 
structed between 1210 and 1300 on the 
site where Oovis. the ancient Prankish 
kinf, was baptized. 


Durinc the World War. Rheims was 


exposed to heavy bombardments several 
times, and the cathedral suffered severe 
damage. 
Millions of dollars and many 


years of work have at last restored the 
.famous church to .a semblance of its 
furiliei beauty.
